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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, in substance, that the cited 
prior art of record Sears, Jr. et al (US Publication 2002/0133540) fails to teach or suggest the server receiving cookies from a web client. 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees; it is the Examiner's position that Sears, Jr. et al teach the client sending one or more cookies to 
websites so that the websites may provide customized web pages to the client (sections 0012 and 0025). This feature is also illustrated in 
Figure 3 and section 0048 of the Sears, Jr. et al reference. Furthermore, Applicant also argues that the cited prior art of record, 
Callaghan et al (US Publication 2002/0007317) teach only a single web client and not a second web client. However, it is the Examiner's 
position that Figure 1 of Callaghan et al is an example schematic of the featured invention. Callaghan et al disclose that the invention is 
functional for "at least one" client (section 0020, 0026, 0029). Applicant's arguments are therefore non-persuasive. 
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
